out, and it was September 26th before a column of adequate size could be 
concentrated within striking distance of Ramadie for this purpose. 


‘The enemy held an advaifeed position four miles east of Ramadie on

The eastern front ran along but behind the Baphrates Valley Canal and the 
southern front across bare sandy downs extending from the Kuphrates 
Valley Canal to the Aziziyeh Canal, which leaves the Haphrates one mile 
west of Ramadie and flows southwards. The plan of operations was to turn 
the southern flank of the Mushaid Ridge, secure “a crossing over the 
Baphrates Valley Canal, and attack Ramadie from, the south with the balk 
of the column, whilst thé cavalry operating west of the Aziziyeh Canal threw 
themselves across the enemy's communications with Hit by blocking the 
Meee road.

Holland + 
(1) Printed matter of all descriptions (which will remain subject ‘to the 
censorship regulations). vo 
(2) Personal effects accompanied by their owners. 


It is not proposed immediately to refuse all considaration of applications for the 
grant of licenses for the export of goods which have not hitherto been prohibited from 
exportsto Norway, Sweden, Denmark and Holland, but which now become prohibited 
under the Royal Proclamation in question. Exporters are warned, however, that the 
continuance of this arrangement must not be counted upon, ‘The special arrangements 
in regard to the export of goods to Sweden, notified in the annonncement issued by the 
War Trade Department on Atgust 18th, 1916, are withdrawn as from October Sth, 1917 ; 
Sweden being thus placed on the same footing as the other Scandinavian countries-and 
Holland. This order also applies to articles consigned by parcels post.
